Milk  Supply. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  received  witli  regard 
to  the  wholesomeness  of  the  milk  produced  within  or  brought 
into  the  district. 

The  National  Milk  Scheme  came  into  force  during  June. 
This  enabled  school  children,  infants  and  expectant  mothers 
to  have  milk  at  a cheaper  rate,  and  allowed  free  milk  in  homes 
where  the  income  is  below  a certain  amount.  As  the  Scheme 
becomes  bettpr  known,  greater  advantages  are  taken  by 
parents  of  the  benefits  to  be  obtained. 

National  Dried  Milk  which  is  supplied  to  babies  instead 
of  cows  milk  suits  the  majority,  but  there  are  a few  who 
cannot  digest  the  full  cream  powder,  and  I am  pleased  to 
find  that  half  cream  product  is  now  being  provided  for  these 
delicate  babies.

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

Meat  is  now  slaughtered  and  distributed  from  the  Public 
Abattoir  at  Chesterfield.  The  Sanitary  Inspector,  however, 
still  continues  to  examine  the  meat  at  the  distributing  centre 
in  Bolsover. 

During  the  year  147  inspections  were  made  at  the  dis- 
tributing centre,  and  27  at  the  Butchers’  shops.

Immunisation. 

In  the  Autumn  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  circular 
2230  in  which  they  asked  for  a special  effort  to  be  made  by 
Local  Authorities  to  immunise  as  many  children  as  possible 
against  Diphtheria. 

Advertisements  were  placed  in  the  press,  all  the  parents 
of  school  children  were  circularised,  and  also  the  mothers 
attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

60%  of  the  parents  in  this  area  gave  their  consent. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  carry  out  the  immuni- 
sation early  in  1941. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  1 1 compared  with  100 
in  1939.  There  were  no  deaths. 

x\ntitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  the  Medical  Practitioners 
and  in  every  case  it  is  given  promptly. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Onty  2 cases  of  this  disease  were  notified. 

Measles. 

406  notifications  were  received.  In  spite  of  this  high 
number  there  were  no  deaths.  The  disease  was  of  a mild 
tvpe,  which,  fortunately,  was  at  its  highest  during  the  summer 
months. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Only  4 cases  were  notified. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

One  notification  of  paratyphoid  B.  was  received.  The 
disease  was  of  a mild  type  and  the  source  of  infection  was 
not  traced. 
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Scabies. 

- Tlie  most  outstanding  cause  of  invalidity  in  this  district 
was  an  outbreak  of  scabies  which  affected  practically  the 
whole  area.  The  infection  in  many  cases  was  brought  into 
the  district  by  soldiers  coming  home  on  leave  and  by  unofficial 
evacuees.  79  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  following  table  gives  particulars  of  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  and  of  all  deaths  from  the  disease  during  the 
vear. 


The  phthisis  death-rate  is  0.20  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925 
or  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  or  Section 
172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total 
tuberculosis  deaths  is  nil.  All  deaths  this  year  had  been 
previously  notified.
